The Commission yindicates Aluf

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan’s 
role in the defensive stage of the 
war, under review in this third re- 
port, The Committee discusses 
briefly, and academically, the legal 
lacunae which make for a lack of 
defined areas of responsi- 
bility between the Cabinet, the De- 
fence Minister, and the General 
Staff in time of war, but emphasizes 
that the Defence Minister ia not a 
super-Chief of Staff, nor responsible 
for battlefield action.

The “spirit of self-sacrifice and 
ability to improvise to a large ex- 
tent saved the IDF from catastrophe 
— but these are no substitute for 

There can be no delay in correct- 
ing the disciplinary lapses within 
the army, the Committee says. The 
effort must be made simultaneously 
with ‘the ongoing effort to build-up 
the army and strengthen its mili- 
tary might. 

Shortcomings that are prevalent 
in civilian life have begun to- taint 
the army, the Committee warns. But 
the IDF, even though it is essen- 
tially a citizen army, can rise above 
the shortcomings of society around 
it — and thereby help to eventually 
redress those very shortcomings. 

The Committee praises the morale 
and spirit which infuse the IDF, 
and expresses its confidence that 
these qualities, together with. a 
revitalized semse of discipline, will 
stand it in good stead in tests that 
mav lie ahead. 

Explaining its decision to con- 
centrate on the October 8 battle in 
the South, and the October 7-8 
battle in the North, the Committee 
says that its primary task was to 
point up weaknesses so that the 
IDF can learn from its mistakes 
and prevent their recurrence.

EARLY WAR FAILURES 
ANALYSED BY AGRANAT 
INQUIRY COMMISSION 


Harsh criticism for Aluf Gonen, 
Sharon’s views are upheld

The effects of lax discipline and of a weakening in military good order, the 
_inefficacy of the military intelligence units who operated under rigid — and 
fallacious — preconceptions, the inade quacy of the Southern Front commander 
who did not possess the qualities required of a battlefront leader — all these 
elements, combined with the shock of the Yom Kippur attack, contributed to 
the Israel Defence Forces’ early failures in the war. They are searchingly and 
meticulously analysed by the AgranatCommission on the War in its third and 
final report, a 1,512-page document sub mitted to the Cabinet and to the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee yesterday. :

In the section made public, the 
Committee stresses Southern Com- 
mands “lack of control over the 
progress of the battle and its fatlure 
to read the military moves as they 
took place.”

“eroding deviation” in the battle- 
aims — ἃ phrase that the Com- 
mittee endorses.

pre-war preconceptions rather than 
from 3 pragmatic assessment of the 
actual situation. 

Scuthern Front Commander 
Shmuel Gonen, whose meteoric rise 
through the ranks the Committee 
traces in detail, lacked the abhility 
to direct a coordinated action by 
forces of multi-divisional strength. 
He had been a brave agd gifted 
field commander — “but not every 
brave commander able to command 
a brigade is equipped to coordinate 
the action of a multi-divisional army. 
There was 8 contradiction be- 
tween Gonen’s course of promotions 
and his effectiveness as Commander 
of the Southern Front, before and 
at the start of the war.” 

The Committee lists Gonen's fai. 
lures in the October 8 battle. He 
“did not prepare for the battle in 
ἃ sufficiently systematic way; he did 
not prepare detailed plans of opera- 
tions; he did not ensure that his cam~- 
paign orders reached his unit com~ 
manders; he did not check that his 
forces had gathered and had been 
deployed properly in advance of 
the action; he did not ask to see 
his subordinate commanders’ plans 
and therefore did not approve them; 
ence the battle had begun, he di. 
rected it without effective means 
of control or effective staff work; 
he refrained from taking personal 
command of his troops and thereby 
failed to register a first-hand im- 
pression of the hattle’s progress; 
he took crucial decisions regarding 
the movement of divisions hastily 
and without ascertaining that all 
the aims had indeed been achieved; 
he repeatedly changed the divisions’ 
objectives and gave them new ob- 
jectives without supplying his forces 
with updated information on the 
enemy's forces......”

Israel is urged to give up territories which 
were continuously used by the Arabs as 
bases to attack her, aiming to destroy her 
and. her people. ISRAEL 1S TOLD THAT 
THIS “STEP-BY-STEP” APPROACH WILL 
BRING HER PEACE, BUT THIS IS RAISING 
FALSE HOPES AND CONSTITUTES A FALSE 
AND CRUEL PRETENSE. 


ARABS REJECT PEACE 


The Arabs always refused to negotiate for 
peace with Israel. At Khartoum, in August 
1967, they announced: No peace; no nego- 
tiation; no recognition of Israel. At the Ra- 
bat Summit Conference in October 1974, 
the word “peace” was not even mentioned. 


ARABS PLANNING NEW ATTACKS 

The Arabs, having lost on the battlefield, 
are seeking to regain these territories 
through diplomatic treachery. They de- 
mand that [srael give up the entire Sinai 
Peninsula, the Gaza Strip, the West Bank of 
jordan, and the Golan Heights, so that they 
can use these territories again as spring- 
boards for the destruction of. Israel, which 
is their ultimate goal.

FOR A BARREL OF OIL 

The Jewish Nation is not to be sold for 
the illusion of buying a barrel of Arab oil 
cheaper. Israel will not consent to commit 
suicide. Israel must refuse to be bartered as 
a sacrificial lamb for the greed of the Arabs 
and Soviet imperialism. ft must reject the 
cynicism and cowardice of those who pro- 
fess friendship to her enemies. 

Israel must emphatically reject the 
“STEP-BY-STEP” appeasement of her ene- 
mies. Israel and the jewish people the 
world over will have to fight with all their 
might for life, freedom, dignity, and peace. 
The similar Chamberlain folly of 1938 must 
not be repeated in 1975. We have all 
learned that lesson. 


A PAX AMERICANA

Cinema Reviews 


THE SAVAGE MESSIAH. (Tchelet, 
Tel Aviv) is Henri Gaudier, a high- 
ly gifted French sculptor, one of 
the firet to turn to African art for 
inspiration, who was killed in ac- 
tion In 1915 at the age of 23. 
Based on the book by HS. Ede, 
the film is mainly concerned with 
Gaudier's struggle for artistic re- 
cognition during hig poverty-strick- 
en years in London and with his 
relationship with Sophie Brzeska, 
an unsuccessful Polish novelist, 20 
Years his senior, whom he met when 
he was a penniless art student in 
Paris.

EMPOSSISLE OBJECT (Zafon, Tel 
Aviv) is a love story set in Paris, 
directed by American John Frank- 
enheimer.

However even with this galaxy 
of international talent — plus Claude 
Renoir's camera work and music 
by Michel Legrand — the film is a 
disappointment. The basically simple 
story tells of the love affair between 
Harry. a Successful English author 
living outside Paria with his Ame- 
rican wife and their three sons, and 
Nathalie, a beautiful young French 
woman, who is also married and has 
one daughter. But the hero period- 
ically retreats into his writer’s ima- 
gination in his quest for a perfect 
relationship (the “impossible object” 
of the title), so that at times the 
viewer cannot differentiate be- 
tween real life and fantasy. (His 
fantasies Include a long surrealis- 
tic party in ancient Rome, which 
owes a lot to Fellini's “S!,"). When 
imagination and occasional flash- 
hacks do not intervene, there are 
various illicit meetings between the 
lovers, and scenes of the two of them 
with thelr respective families. 

The whole thing, particularly the 
absurd ending, fails to convince, and 
we are left with a film which is 
merely pretentious, as well as often 
tedious, in spite of its serious inten- 
tions. The lovely Dominique Sanda 
undoubtly contributes to this fail- 
ure with her wooden performance 
as Nathaile, But Bates does manage 
to breathe some life into the com- 
plex character of Harry, and Evans 
Evans (Mra. Frankenheimer in real 
life) is believable as his wife. In 
addition, there is much imaginative 
photography by Claude Renoir, 
grandson of the great French paint- 
er, with some splendid shots of Paris 
to gladden the eye. JL.

TEN YEARS ago Gama} Abdel 
Nasser was probably the foreign 
leader most hated in France. The. 
French were emerging from the 
trauma of losing their North 
African Arab Empire. The Suez 
fiasco of 1956 was still a bitter 
aftertaste in the mouths of most 
Frenchmen. 

This week the red carpet was 
rolled out here for Nasser’s 
successor with all the pomp and 
ceremony reserved for a bosom 
friend of the French people. When 
President Anwar el Sadat flew 
into Orly Airport from Cairo he 
was already a familiar figure in 
millions of French households. A 
series of television interviews dur- 
ing the previous week had brought 
him to almost every fireside in the 
country. The man-in-the-street 
may have been somewhat put off 
by Sadat’s manner of begining 
each remark with, “Let me tell you 
frankly..." But Sadat, the first 
Egyptian head of state to come to 
France on an official visit since 
King Fuad 54 years ago, did not 
set foot here as a hostile stranger. 

The spectacular change in the 
atmosphere which prevailed 
between France and Egypt during 
Nasser's time and the present is 
the- outcome of the wide-ranging 
developments in the Middle East 
situation since the Six Day War. 
Gen. de Gaulle set the new style of 
French diplomacy when he 
deprived Israel of eagerly 
awaited Mirage warplanes, and 
then traded them for Libyan oil. 
President Pompidou pushed this 
flirtation between Paris and Arab 
capitals even further. Now 
Giscard d'Estaing has recognized 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and joined in the 
Arab world’s chorus for Palesti- 
nian nationhood. 

As seen from Paris, France and 
Egypt share a common fear of a 
new flare-up in the Middle East. It 
is difficult of course to weave 
one's way amid Sadat's recent 
maze of contradictory 
pronouncements ranging from 
threats of war to olive-branch 
gestures. But in his statements on

THE EGYPTIANS say they’ lost 
120 warplanes during the Yom 
Kippur conflict. They now rely on 
the French to replace them since 
their traditional suppliers, -the 
Soviet Union, seem reluctant to 
boost Egyptian military strength. 

French eagerness to sell arms 
to Egypt refiects commercial ob-. 
jectives which have not wavered 
since de Gaulle made his own 
Middle East arms embargo a 
dead letter by selling Mirages to 
the Libyans. By formally 
abolishing the embargo, Giscard 
has clarified the situation: France 
is now ready to sell arms to all 
comers and the Arab appetite for 
them seems insatiable. 

Indeed, with his unstinted offer 
of modern weaponry, President 
Giscard appears to be reviving a 
dream which Gen. de Gaulle nur- 
tured so fondly: to enable France 
to play a peace-making role in the 
Middle East. Hitherto, Giscard 
has gone publicly on record that 
he does not possess an ‘Open 
Sesame"’ for a Middle Hast peace. 
In an interview on the eve of 
Sadat’s visit, Giscard urged that 
the states of the area should be 
given “safe and guaranteed fron- 
tiers." This is by no means the 
same as the call for. “safe and 
recognized frontiers’’ in the
